Debt Problems 
of Men Called 
to Service 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Jan. 11 —(IP)— Here 


are some questions and 
answers 


about the debt problems of men 
called into military service. 


The answers here come, 
from 


government experts in this field: 


Rent- 
Suppose you're called into ser- 


vice and hid, because your mili- 
tary pay is loss than you made 
as a civilian, that you can't keep 
on paying the same rent for your 
family. Is he family thrown out? 


You get some protection under 


the lavv, but only if tho civilian 
rent you paid was less than $80 
a month. If it was over $80. you 
get no protection. So this 
deals 


only with under-$30 rent people. 


A landlord can't throw y o u r 


family out unless he goest to court 
and then not unless the judge says 
he can throw your family out.

Mortgages— 
If you're in service nnd say yoi
